Claims 1, 2, 5 and 6 have been amended' and new claim 9 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States.. 

- Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by anticipated by 
Reeve et al USPN 5,535,393. 
Regarding claims 1, 5 and 9 
Reeve et al teaches, 

generate an object code corresponding to a plurality of procedures in a source program, 
plurality of procedures using an interface area in common, object code performing said plurality 
of procedures in parallel with a plurality of threads, one of plurality of threads being a master 
thread and the others being non-master threads, object code dynamically allocating private 
interface areas different from interface area in common for non-master threads, when pluraUty of 
threads are processed in parallel (see summary of the invention column 7, hnes 14-27, and 
column 54, lines 21-38). 
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Regarding claims 2 and 6 
Reeve et al teaches, 

code generating means for generating an object code corresponding to a plurality of 
procedures in a source program, plurality of procedures using an interface area in common, 
object code being performed in parallel with a plurality of threads, one of plurality of threads 
being a master thread and the others being non-master threads, object code determining leading 
addresses of private interface areas which being dynamically allocated for non-master threads 
instead of the interface area used in common and allocated to master thread, when at least one of 
plurality of threads is processed (column 35, Unes 30-44) and . 

code converting means for converting direct references to data in the interface are in the 
object code into indirect references to data in the private interface areas based on the leading 
addresses of the private interface area (column 43, lines 46-67), 

Regarding claim 3 

Reeve et al teaches, 

Determining the leading address of the interface area that is dynamically allocated for 
each thread (column 42, lines 10-15). 
Regarding claims 4, 7 and 8 
Reeve et al teaches, 

Code generating means is constituted to generate code for determine the leading address 
of the interface area designated by a user (column 16, lines 56-64).
